What the action of Mr. Lewis does, of 
course, is to continue in force the contract 
whieh he sighed with Mr, Krug last spring 
after the government had seized the mines 
to bring about an end to a work stoppage 
of 59 days. The miners’ leader sought to 
end this agreement fast fall; but the govern- 
ment obtained a court order directing Lewis 
and his union to call off a strike that fol 
lowed in November. Their refusal resulted 
in the verdict of contempt and substantial 
fines for leader and miners. By accepting 
and obeying the mandate of the Supreme 
Court, however, Mr. Lewis may have saved 
the U.MLA. an additional $2,800,000 fine.

What is wrong with incorrigi 
ble children? Apparently they 
try to “grow up” all at once and 
become hard boiled to prove that 
the change has occurred. “They 
appear to be egotistical, bullying 
braggarts, but theiz diffi 
culty is lack of self-confidence 
and self-assurance 

Most incorrigible adolescents 
have good minds, enjoy excel- 
lent health, and apparently have 
beén raised in good families, The 
sorrowful parents are good 
people in the community, and 
even though they deserve the 
sympathy of everyone, the story 
of their lives has a lesson for us. 

Incorrigible children do not 
develop that way suddenly. The 
background for their. difficulty 
extends into childhood as. they 
were complainers about other 
sehoei getting a} 
square deal- when they did not;
